I, THOMAS SKAGERSTEN, declare and state as follows: 

1. I am the director the Patent Department of the Cardiac Rhythm 
Management Division of St. Jude Medical AB f Jarfalla, Sweden. St. Jude Medical AB is 
the Assignee of the above-referenced application. 

2. I was not a member of the St. Jude Medical AB Patent Department at the 
time the two Invention Disclosures attached hereto as Exhibit TV' and Exhibit "B" were 
received by the Patent Department at St. Jude Medical AB on September 1 7, 2003, but 
I have reviewed the files maintained with the St. Jude Medical AB Patent Department 
for the present United States application and the previously-filed corresponding 
Swedish application and PCT application. 

3. It is now, and was contemporaneously with September 17, 2003, the 
standard procedure within the St. Jude Medical AB Patent Department to maintain all 
Invention Disclosures confidential. I have confirmed that the Invention Disclosures that 
are attached hereto as Exhibit "A" and Exhibit "B", prior to submission of copies thereof 



to the United States Patent and Trademark Office on February 20, 2009 had never 
been publicly known outside of St. Jude Medical AB. 

4. The Invention Disclosures that are attached hereto as Exhibits "A" and "B" 
were reviewed by Per Erik Watz on October 1 , 2003, as indicated by the signature and 
date entered by Mr. Watz on the first page of each Invention Disclosure. Per Erik Watz 
was at that time the director of the St. Jude Medical AB Patent Department, and is now 
retired. 

5. A Swedish application was diligently prepared within the St. Jude Medical 
AB Patent Department based on the Invention Disclosures that are attached hereto as 
Exhibit "B", and was filed in Swedish on May 6, 2004, as evidenced by the certified copy 
of the priority document that has been previously filed in connection with the above- 
referenced application. 

6. The period of time between the submission of the Invention Disclosures 
on September 17, 2003 and the filing of the Swedish application on May 6, 2004 
conforms to the normal and conventional amount of time needed for the preparation of 
a patent application based on an Invention Disclosure in the St. Jude Medical AB Patent 
Department, with the preparation of the application proceeding normally within the 
queue of other applications-in-preparation within the St. Jude Medical AB Patent 
Department. This includes the time frame between September 1 7, 2003 and November 
7, 2003, during which such diligence occurred.
